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PREFACE 



1991 PUBLIC AND ASSOCIATION LIBRARIES STATISTICS is compiled from 
information supplied by public libraries and systems throughout New York State. Forms were 
sent by the New York State Library's Division of Libraiy Development to the designated 
systems and Ubraries in November 1991 with the request for return by February 1, 1992. 
Ninety percent of the completed forms were returned by April 17, 1992, and the last report was 
received on June 19, 1992. Data were verified at system headquarters and at the Division of 
Library Development The data were compiled on the Division of Library Development 
computer and the printouts thereof constitute statistical tables II, IIA, III, IV, V, VI, VII and 
VIII. 

Statistics for the 734 libraries in systems and for the two libraries which are not members 
of systems are grouped by system in Table III. I'o help the user locate information on specific 
libraries, indexes of counties and libraries appear in appendices. Summaries of the 1991 
statistics appear in Table II and are compared with those of earlier years in Table I. 

Education Law and Commissioner's Regulations require the submission of annual reports 
by all libraries and systems in order that they retain their registration status and be eligible for 
public funding. It is our hope that the publication of these statistics will be helpful to library 
administrators and staff, to members of governing boards, and to others who make decisions 
on library resources and services. 

We thank all persons who supplied information and all who assisted in verifying, 
checking and compiling it. Accuracy is critical to the usefulness of this publication and notes 
of omission and errors are invited.

FOREWORD 



^Libraries can be understood in many ways; by working in then% by visiting (hem, and by reading 
verbal and numerical descriptions ofthenu Numerical or statistical, descriptions condense factual 
information about many aspects of library operations and present the information in a variety of 
ways, each providing a different view of the total library pictureJ^^ 

This publication, 1991 Public and Association Libraries Statistics^ presents statistical 
pictures of New York State public libraries and public library systems during the calendar 
year 1991. The information is derived from the 1991 Annual Report for Public Libraries 
and Annual Report for Public Library Systems forms. 

Statistics should be seen by librarians and trustees as tools and not as ends in 
themselves. The value of the statistics published here is that they can be used both 
internally and externally by the library's administration. Internally, the library's individual 
statistics can be compared to previous years' statistics as a way to track performance, to 
assess the success of the library's chosen goals, to set new service and management 
objectives, or to keep the library headed in its chosen direction. Externally the library's 
statistics can be compared to other libraries of similar size and environment to determine 
whether the library is above or below the average for its systems or population group, to 
justify library actions and budgets, to plan for library service, and to evaluate the library's 
progress. 

Three statistical pictures of public libraries are presented in this publication: 

1. Statistics for libraries grouped by library system or nonsystem. 

Tables III A,B,C present facts about library operations for each public library in New York 
State including resources, use, and finances. Libraries are grouped by library system, then by 
county within each library system. Statistics for all branches and other outlets are included 
within the statistics for the main library. 

2. Statistics for all libraries and library systems grouped by size of population 
chartered to serve. 

Table IV lists selected facts about library operations and finances by size of population 
served, from largest to smallest. 

3. Statistics related to proposed library standards. 

Tables V and VI provide statistics on whether public libraries meet the 1988 proposed 
minimum public library standards. Libraries are grouped by library system or nonsystem.

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Public Libraries 



The number of public libraries in New York State increased from 740 to 741 in 1991. 
The number of branch libraries totalled 338. Of these 741 chartered libraries, 739 are 
members of the 23 public library systems. Most public libraries in the State are small, as 
shown in the following table:

Some 63 percent of the libraries (464) in the State serve a population of fewer than 
7,500 people. In the aggregate, these 464 libraries service 1.3 million people, or 7.3 percent 
of the State's population. On the other hand, three libraries - the Brooklyn, The New York 
and the Queens Borough public libraries - serve more than 40 percent of the population of 
the State. 



In 1991, the total public library operating expenditure in New York State was $533 
million. The main financial support for public libraries in New York State comes from local 
public funds ($393.9 million in 1991). The average per capita expenditure for public library 
service (including that for public library systems) in 1991 was $29.60.

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The Regents of The University of the State of New York charter (i.e., incorporate) 
the public h*braries. A hT>raiy serves a village, town, city, county, school district, a 
combination of these units, or in exceptional cases, a special libraiy district established by 
the Legislature* Tables VII and VIII give a breakdown of library types by population served 
and by public library system. The four major types of public libraries in the State arc: 

Municipal Created by a village, town, city or county government or combination thereof. 

Association Created by a membership association. May contract with a unit of government 
or a school district to provide library services. 

School district Created by vote of the school district electorate or a city board of education. 

Special district Created by the State Legislature to serve a part of one or more 
municipalities.

Public Library Systems 

The 23 public library systems authorized by Education Law have as members all but 
two of the 741 public libraries in the State. Five of the public library systems (Brooklyn, 
Buffalo and Erie, The New York Public, Onondaga, and Queens) are public libraries as well 
as public library systems. The Board of Regents charters the public library systems, which 
operate under plans of service approved by the Commissioner of Education. 
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State support for public library services is made available through the 23 public 
library systems. In 1991, reported State aid was $59.0 million. There are four types of 
public Ubrary ^tems in New York State: 

Consolidatod litems (3) Chartered as a single entity under a board of trustees (Brooklyn, 
The New York Public Library, Queens Borough). 

Federated Sfystems (4) Created by action of the board or boards of supervisors or legislature 
of the county or counties involved while member libraries retain their own charters (Buffalo 
& Erie, Clinton-Essex-Franklin, Monroe County and Onondaga County). 

Cooperative i^stems (15) An association created by agreement of the boards of chartered 
member libraries, which retain their autonomy. 

Co-federated q^stems (1) System formed through confederation of systems of different types 
(Chemung-Southem Tier). 

Table II, System Summary, provides a summaiy of facts on the resources, financial 
support and use of public library services for each public library system and its member 
public libraries. 

Comparative Studies 

Table I, Comparative Study provides statewide summary data on public library services 
from 1957, 1989, 1990 and 1991 for comparison purposes. This table may be used to analyze 
increases and decreases in resources, financial support and use. Each edition oi Public and 
Association Ubrary Statistics, from 1966 to the present, contains comparison figures for ihe 
current reporting year, the two prior years and 1957. Further information on public hbrary 
statistics is available from the Division of Libraiy Development, New York State Library, 
10C50 Cultural Education Center, Albany, New York 12230.

The figures for "Population Served by S^tems and Nonsystem Libraries* are taken 
from the 1990 Census of Population and Housing Summary Population and Housing 
Characteristics, New Yoric, issued March 1991, U.S. Department of Conmierce, Bureau 
of the Census; school district populations as submitted by libraries and library 
systems in 1992. 

State Aid excludes administrative costs of the New York State Library. 

Adjusted Disbursements exclude Cash Grants to member U*braries from the system, 
Total Disbursements and disbursements for Contracts With Other Libraries from 
system and member library Total Operating Disbursements.

As always, we appreciate your assistance in helping member hbraries determine 
their 1990 population based on the official 1990 census data. This year in particular, 
those libraries which serve a school district and those libraries which are not coterminous 
with political boundaries will need your assistance in determining an appropriate 1990 
population. 

Official school district populations for the 1990 Census are projected to be 
available by 1993. Until such time as official school district populations are available, a 
library which serves a school district "may determine an appropriate 1990 population for the 
school district which will be acceptable to both the system director and the member library 
director." (Please note there were changes in the definitions for POPULATION 
CHARTERED TO SERVE printed in the member Ubraiy 1991 INSTRUCTIONS. The 
changes are outlined in the cover memorandum to 'Directors of Public Libraries" and are 
a result of recent information obtained about the availability and use of 1990 census 
data). 
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Please also note that the total of populations of charter service areas of a county 
may not exceed the 1990 official county population except in those rare instances where 
there are overlapping charter service areas. All per capita State Aid will be paid to 
systems based on county final counts in the 1990 Census of Population and Housing, 
Summary Population and Housing Characteristics, New York, CPH-1-34. Any per capita 
system cash grants paid to member libraries will be determined internally by negotiations 
between the system headquarters and the membership. 

Enclosed in your qrstem's mailing is the list showing the final verified balances 
from the 1990 Annual Report for various categories of holdings, cash balance in operating 
fund, and cash balance in capital fund for your system and for your member libraries.

LIBRARY HOLDINGS AND CIRCULATION 

HOLDINGS - From the 1990 Annual Report, transfer "Holdings, December 31, 1990", of 
all types of materials to the 1991 Annual Report, under "Holdings, December 31, 
1990". If for any reason the figures on the 1991 report differ from those on the 1990 
report, please footnote and explain the difference. Figures may differ because a new 
inventory has been taken, because a mistake was made in last year's report, etc. 
Report "Additions" and "Withdrawals" made between January 1, 1991 and December 
31, 1991, and "Holdings" as of 12-31-91 under appropriate headings. 

CIRCULATION - Report Circulation between January 1, 1991 and December 31, 1991 
for each category of holdings as indicated. Circulation for home use should be 
accurately recorded. Count one for each loan of book, serial, or nonbook item on 
the appropriate line under book stock, serials collection, nonbook materials, etc. An 
item renewed under library rules should be counted as an additional circulation.

BOOK STOCK - A library's collection of books (including cataloged paperbound books and 
microform) and other materials which is prepared and recorded in the same manner as 
books. These books and materials must be cataloged and available for use. Foreign 
language books and books on rental shelves should be included in Adult (or Juvenile) 
Fiction or Nonfiction. Young Adult books should be included with the Adult collection. 

Microfilm has been discontinued as a separate category in the Annual Report. 
Microform (microfilm, microcard, microfiche) is now included within the count of the 
various types of materials. For example, a microcopy of a volume of adult nonfiction 
is counted as a title and volume of Adult Nonfiction under Book Stock. 

Documents which are fully cataloged and intershelved with books are counted as 
Book Stock. 

Do not include bound periodicals in Book Stock. 

Do not include uncataloged paperbound books in Book Stock. 

TITLES - For this report, a title is a book holding for which a separate shelfiist card 
has been made. Thus, six copies of the same edition of a book count as one title; 
two editions of the same title count as two titles; a set of six books which have been 
cataloged as separates count as six titles; a set of books (i.e., an encyclopedia) 
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cataloged as a set counts as one title; and two sets of the same edition cataloged as 
sets (i.e., two sets of Americana, 1972) count as one title. Enter the number of 
different titles held, added by purchases and gifts, and withdrawn. 

A library which cannot easily count the number of shelflist cards (or physical items) 
in each category, may wish to establish a title count base in the following manner. 

1. Count the number of titles in 1 inch of shelflist. 

2. Repeat step 1 at random intervals throughout the shelflist. 

3. Average the number of titles per inch. 

4. Multiply the average titles per inch by the number of inches of cards in the 
shelflist. 



After the base count is established make an actual count of titles added and 
withdrawn in subsequent years. 

VOLUMES - Enter the number of volumes held, added by purchase and gifts, and 
withdrawn, including duplicate copies of titles and the number of 
volumes in sets of books. 

SERIALS COLLECTION - A serial is a publication, including microform and/or CDROM, 
issued in successive parts, usually at regular intervals, and as a rule, intended to be 
continued indefinitely. Serials include periodicals, newspapers, annuals (reports, 
yearbooks, etc.), memoirs, proceedings, and transactions of societies; they may include 
monographic and publishers* series. Periodicals which bear a government imprint but 
are treated as part of the periodicals collection are counted as Periodicals. See also 
definitions of newspaper, periodical, serial, microform and government documents. 

CURRENT SUBSCRIPTION TITLES - Enter the number of different subscription 
titles held as of December 31, 199L Two subscriptions to the same 
serial count as one title. 

BIBLIOGRAPHIC VOLUMES - A bibliographic volume is the unit established by 
the publisher as a volume. Enter the number of bibliographic volumes 
held, added by purchase and gifts, and withdrawn, including duplicate 
copies of volumes, regardless of whether the material is bound, 
unbound, on microform or on CDROM. 

OTHER SERIALS - Enter here the current subscription titles and bibliographic 
volumes for serials other than periodicals and newspapers (see 
definition of SERIALS COLLECTION above) held in a serials section 
of the library and not counted as Book Stock. Other Serials bought 
occasionally rather than on standing order and cataloged as Book Stock 
may be counted as Book Stock. 
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NONBOOK MATERIALS Those library materials which do not meet the definition of 
a book or a serial, such as audiovisual materials, vertical file materials, and any other 
material the form of which requires special handling. 

AUDIOVISUAL MATERL^LS - Nonbook library materials, such as films, fihn- 

strips, slides, audio recordings (audiocassettes, audiodiscs, or audiotapes), 
video recordings (videocassettes, videodiscs or videotapes) which require the 
use of special equipment in order to be seen or heard. Include here audio 
recordings of spoken text not intended particularly for use by the print 
handicapped. 

TITLES - Nunber of TITLES of films, filmstrips, slides, audio recordings and 
video recordings held in collection. 

PHYSICAL ITEMS - Number of reels of film, filmstrips, slides, audio 

recordings and video recordings held in collection.

List only materials actually owned by library. Do not report material on loan 
or deposit. Report Large Type books in Book Stock. See definition of talking 
book and Braille material. 

TITLES - Number of TITLES of audio recordings. Braille volumes, and other 

materials held in collection. 

PHYSICAL ITEMS - Number of audio recordings. Braille volumes, and other 

materials held in collection. 
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OTHER NONBOOK MATERIALS - Includes pamphlets, documents, catalogs, 

manuscripts, sheet music, maps, pictures and photographs, framed pictures, 
microcomputer software, and other (to be specified by the library). 

DOCUMENTS - Government documents held in a separate documents section of the 
library are counted as Documents. Documents which are fully cataloged and 
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intershelved with books are counted as Book Stock. Periodicals which bear 
a government imprint but are treated as part of the periodicals collection are 
counted as Periodicals. Documents held in vertical files with other ephemera 
are counted as Pamphlets.

OFFICERS AND TRUSTEES 

ADDRESS LISTING - Fill in information requested for all trustees and officers for 
calendar year 1992. The President of the board of trustees should be listed 
first. 

TRUSTEES' MEETINGS - Specify the total number of trustees* meetings held 
during the 1991 calendar year. Education Law, section 260, requires that 
regular meetings of the hoaid shall be held at least quarterly. 

RECORD OF TRUSTEE ACTIONS - Indicate the latest year of formal trustee 
action on approval and/or amendment for each item. If no action has ever 
been taken, record a zero (0) in the "Year" column for that item. For the 
purposes of this report, formal trustee action is defined as an official vote of 
approval from the board of trustees.

LIBRARY SERVICES 

NOTE: If annual counts are available, please report them. Otherwise provide annual 
estimates based on a count taken during "a typical week". A typical week is a week 
in which the libraty is open its regular hours, containing no holidays. It is seven 
consecutive calendar days, from Sunday through Saturday, or whatever days the 
library is open during that period. It is reconmiended that libraries use the methods 
described in Output Measures for Public Libraries. 2nd edition (ALA, 1987) for 
counting attendance, in-library use and reference transactions. Please report all 
figures for the same week if possible.

IN-LIBRARY USE OF LIBRARY MATERL\LS - Report the total number of 
materials utilized in the library, but not checked out, between January 1, 1991 
and December 31, 1991. Include reference books, periodicals, book stock, and 
all other library materials that are used WITHIN the library. 
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REFERENCE TRANSACTIONS - Report the total number of reference 
transactions completed by library staff between January 1, 1991 and 
December 31, 1991. See definition of reference transaction below- 



REFERENCE TRANSACTION - A reference transaction is an information 
contact which involves the knowledge, use, recommendations, interpretation, or 
instruction in the use of one or more information sources by a member of the 
library staff. The term includes information and referral service. Information 
sources include printed and non-printed materials, machine-readable data bases 
(including computer-assisted instruction), catalogs and other holdings records, 
and, through communication or referral, other libraries and institutions and 
persons both inside and outside the library. When a staff member utilizes 
information gained from previous use of information sources to answer a 
question, report as a reference transaction even if the source is not consulted 
again during this transaction. 

Note: It is essential that libraries do not include directional transactions in the 
report of reference transactions. A directional transaction is an information 
contact which facilitates the use of the library in which the contact occurs and 
which does NOT involve the knowledge, use, recommendation, interpretation, 
or instruction in the use of any information sources other than those which 
describe that library, such as schedules, floor plans, handbooks, and policy 
statements. Examples of directional transactions include giving instruction for 
locating, within the library, staff, library users, or physical features, etc., and 
giving assistance of a non-bibliographic nature with machines. 



MICROCOMPUTER EQUIPMENT - Report quantity of microcomputer equipment 
in the library. Record the total number of microcomputers, modems, and 
printers. Of the total microcomputers, indicate how many are intended for use 
by the public for other than library functions (ie. do not count microcomputers 
used for accessing CDROM catalogs or databases, etc.). Count only those 
microcomputers which have 48K (kilobytes) or more of memory. Count 
microcomputer hardware in all facilities operated by the library (i.e. branches, 
bookmobiles, reading centers), whether owned, leased or on loan from 
another agency. 
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PROGRAM SESSIONS FOR CHILDREN AND YOUNG ADULTS: Use the library^s 
definition of Children and Young Adults. Count each session in a series of programs; 
e.g., a 6-week storytime series would be 6 sessions. Count each program session held 
as part of a summer reading program. If a summer reading club is sponsored but no 
individual programs are held, count it as 1 session. 

PROGRAM ATTENDANCE FOR CHILDREN AND YOUNG ADULTS: Count 
attendance at each session in a series of programs, even if it is the same group. If 
a summer reading club is sponsored but no individual programs are held, count the 
total number of children and young adults signed up. Count adults who attend 
children*s and young adult programs.

AUDIOVISUAL MATERIALS Nonbook library materials, such as recordings, 
transparencies, tapes, slides, films, and filmstripS) which require the use of special 
equipment in order to be seen or heard. 

BIBLIOGRAPHIC VOLUME A unit of publication distinguished from other units by 
having its own title page, half title, cover title or portfolio title. In connection with 
periodicals, the publisher's volume, 

BOOK A unit of publication, either bibliographically independent or a volume in a series 
published under the same title, consisting of leaves, sheets, or signatures sewn or 
otherwise bound together, covered or uncovered. Bound volumes of periodicals and 
newspapers are not considered books, 

BRAILLE MATERIAL The library material for the visually handicapped using a system 
of raised dots representing letters and numerals, 

CATALOGED MATERIAL Any library material which has been identified in a catalog 
which records, describes, and indexes the resources of a library; as distinct from 
library materials which are merely physically arranged for use and are not indexed 
and described individually by item, 

CIRCULATION The activity of a library in lending its resources to borrowers. For 
statistical purposes, photocopies provided in lieu of circulation should also be 
included. Count one for each loan of a book, serial, or nonbook item, 

GOVERNMENT DOCUMENT Any publication in book, serial, or nonbook form bearing 
a government imprint, e,g., the publications of Federal, state, local, and foreign 
governments and of world organizations, such as United Nations, European Common 
Market, etc. Government documents held in a separate documents section of the 
library are counted as Documents. Documents which are fully cataloged and 
intershelved with books are counted as Book Stock, Periodicals which bear a 
government imprint but are treated as part of the periodicals collection are counted 
as Periodicals, Documents held in vertical files with other ephemera are counted as 
Pamphlets, 

INTERLIBRARY LOANS Library materials, or copies of the materials, made available by 
one library to another upon request. It includes both lending and borrowing. The 
libraries involved in interlibrary loan are Qjot under the same library administration, 

MICROCARD An opaque card containing images photographically reduced to a size too 
small to be read without magnification. 

MICROCOMPUTER A computer containing a central processing unit on one or a few 
chips, often acquired for personal use. 
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MICROCOMPUTER SOFTWARE A sequence of machine-readable instructions by 
which a microcomputer executes a desired task. 

MICROFICHE A microfilm sheet containing multiple images in a grid pattern, 

MICROFILM A strip of fihn containing photographic images usually too small to be read 
without magnification. Microfilm has been discontinued as a separate category in the 
annual report 

MICROFORM Any library material which has been photographically reduced in size for 
storage and protection purposes, and which must be read with the help of enlarging 
instruments. Microform is now included within the count of the various types of 
materials such as books or periodicals. For example, a microcopy of a volume of 
adult nonfiction is counted as a title and volume of Adult Nonfiction under Book 
Stock. 

NEWSPAPER A serial publication issued at stated and frequent intervals (usually daily, 
weekly, or semiweekly), which reports events and discusses topics of current interest, 
and is usually a "primary source" of information to its readers, 

NONBOOK MATERIALS Those library materials which do not meet the definition of 
a book or periodical, such as, audiovisual materials; vertical file materials and similar 
items which are not individually cataloged; and any other material the form of which 
requires special handling, 

PERIODICAL A serial publication which constitutes one issue in a continuous series 
under the same title, usually published at regular intervals over an indefinite period, 
individual issues in the series being numbered consecutively or each issue being dated, 

PUBLIC SERVICE OUTLET A location where library materials and services are made 
available to the library's clientele, e,g., a Member Library, a Registered or 
Unregistered Branch, a Deposit Station, a Reading Center, or a Mobile Unit, 

REFERENCE TRANSACTION A reference transaction is an information contact which 
involves the knowledge, use, recommendations, interpretation, or instruction in the 
use of one or more information sources by a member of the library staff. 

SERIAL A publication issued in successive parts, usually at regular intervals, and as a 
rule, intended to be continued indefinitely. Serials include periodicals, newspapers, 
annuals (reports, yearbooks, etc), memoirs, proceedings, and transactions of societies; 
they may include monographic and publishers* series, 

TALKING BOOK A spoken text recorded on either an audiotape or an audiodisc 
intended particularly for use by the print handicapped. 
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TITLE A term used to designate a printed publication which forms a separate whole, 
whether issued in one or several volumes. A title is a holding for which a separate 
shelflist card has been made. 

VIDEOCASSETTE A permanently encased videotape that winds and rewinds from reel 
to reel. 

VIDEODISC A disc, usually plastic, on which are recorded video or audio signals, or 
both. Some videodiscs are digitally recorded and used in computer recording and 
playback systems. Others are nondigital and are used for listening and viewing. 

VOLUME For statistical purposes, a volume is a physical unit of any printed, typewritten, 
handwritten, mimeographed, or processed work contained in one binding or portfolio, 
hardbound or paperbound, which has been cataloged, classified, and/or made ready 
for use.

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Those libraries which serve a school disiria will use the school district population as prepared by the 
New York State Data Center, NYS Department of Commerce, using the 1990 Census of Population 
and Housing, Updated school district populations for the 1990 Census are projected to be available 
by 1993. Until such data is available, a library which serves a school district may determine an 
appropriate 1990 population for the school district which will be accepuble both to the system 
director and the member library director. 

The total of populations of charter service areas of a county may not exceed the 1990 official county 
population except in those rare instances where there are overiapping service areas. All per capita State aid 
will be paid to systems based on county final counts in the 1990 Census of Population and Housing, Summary 
Population and Housing Characteristics, New York, CPH-U34, Any per capita system cash grants paid to 
member libraries will be determined internally by negotiation between the system headquarters and the 
membership. 

The Annual Reports should be submitted without delay, as they are the official source of figures for 
State Aid payments. Without your assistance in checking member reports, our limited staff would be 
completely overwhelmed with verification problems. Please accept our thanks for this cooperative annual task. 

With this envelope of 1991 Annual Report forms and instructions, we are enclosing in separate 
envelopes, with covering memos, application forms for State Aid for 1992 in special categories: Central Library 
Development and Central Book Aid; Special Grants (Buffalo, Brooklyn, Nassau); Coordinated Outreach 
Services; State Operated Correctional Facilities.

A library which cannot easily count the number of shelflist cards (or physical items) 
in each category, may wish to establish a title count base in the following manner. 

Ic Count the number of titles in 1 inch of shelflist. 

2. Repeat step 1 at random intervals throughout the shelflist. 

3. Average the number of titles per inch. 

4. Muhiply the average titles per inch by the number of inches of cards in the 
shelflist. 



After the base count is established make an actual count of tifles added and 
withdrawn in subsequent years. 

VOLUMES - Enter the number of volumes held, added by purchase and gifts, and 
withdrawn, including duplicate copies of titles and the number of 
volumes in sets of books. 

SERIALS COLLECTION - A serial is a publication, including microform and/or CDROM, 
issued in successive parts, usually at regular intervals, and as a rule, intended to be 
continued indefinitely. Serials include periodicals, newspapers, annuals (reports, 
yearbooks, etc.), memoirs, proceedings, and transactions of societies; they may include 
monographic and publishers' series. Periodicals which bear a government imprint but 
are treated as part of the periodicals collection are counted as Periodicals. See also 
definitions of newspaper, periodical, serial, microform and government documents. 

CURRENT SUBSCRIPTION TITLES - Enter the number of different subscription 
titles held as of December 31, 1991. Two subscriptions to the same 
serial count as one title. 

BIBLIOGRAPHIC VOLUMES - A bibliographic volume is the unit established by 
the publisher as a volume. Enter the number of bibliographic volumes 
held, added by purchase and gifts, and withdrawn, including duplicate 
copies of volumes, regardless of whether the material is bound, 
unbound, on microform or on CDROM. 
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OTHER SERIALS - Enter here the current subscription titles and bibliographic 
volumes for serials other than periodicals and newspapcR? (see 
definition of SERIALS COLLECTION) held in a serials section of the 
library and not counted as Book Stock. Other Serials t/ought 
occasionally rather than on standing order and cataloged as Book Stock 
may be coui.ted as Book Stock.

NONBOOK MATERIALS - Those system materials which do not meet the definition of 
a book or a serial, such as audiovisual materials, vertical file materials, and any other 
material the form of which requires special handling. Include items purchased with 
CENTRAL BOOK AID. 

AUDIOVISUAL MATERIALS - Nonbook library materials, such as films, film- 
strips, slides, audio recordings (audiocassettes, audiodiscs, or audiotapes), 
video recordings (videocassettes, videodiscs or videotapes) which require the 
use of special equipment in order to be seen or heard. Include here audio 
recordings of spoken text not intended particularly for use by the print 
handicapped. 

TITLES - Number of TITLES of films, fihnstrips, slides, audio recordings and 
video recordings held in collection. 

PHYSICAL ITEMS - Number of reels of film, filmstrips, slides, audio 
recordings and video recordings held in collection. 



EXAMPLES: A set of 25 slides called ART WORKS IN THE NATIONAL 

MUSEUM would be counted as 25 Physical items and 1 Title. 

A recording of CARMEN on three discs would be counted as 3 
Physical items and 1 Title. 



MATERIALS FOR THE PRINT HANDICAPPED - Includes talking books. Braille 
material, and other Materials for the Print Handicapped (to be specified). 
List only materials actually owned by the system. Do not report material on 
loan or deposit. Report Large Type books in Book Stock. See definition of 
talkmg book and Braille material. 

TITLES - Number of TITLES of audio recordings. Braille volumes, and other 

materials held in collection. 

PHYSICAL ITEMS - Number of audio recordings. Braille volumes, and other 
materials held in collection. 
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OTHER NO NBOOK MATERIALS . Includes pamphlets, documents, catalogs, 

manuscripts, sheet music, maps, pictures and photographs, framed pictures, 
microcomputer software, and other (to be specified). 

DOCUMENTS - Government documents held in a separate documents section of the 
library are counted as Documents, Documents whirh are fully cataloged and 
intershelved with books are counted as Book Stock. Periodicals which bear 
a government imprint but are treated as part of the periodicals collection are 
counted as Periodicals, Documents held in vertical files with other ephemera 
are counted as Pamphlets.

Information 
sources include printed and non-printed materials, machine-readable data bases 
(including computer-assisted instruction), catalogs and other holdings records, 
and, through communication or referral, other libraries and institutions and 
persons both inside and outside the library. When a staff member utilizes 
information gained from previous use of information sources to answer a 
question, report as a reference transaction even if the source is not consulted 
again during this transaction. 

Note: It is essential that libraries do not include directional transactions in the 
report of reference transactions. A directional transaction is an information 
contact which facilitates the use of the library in which the contact occurs and 
which does NOT involve the knowledge, use, recommendation, interpretation, 
or instruction in the use of any information sources other than those which 
describe that library, such as schedules, floor plans, handbooks, and policy 
statements. Examples of directional transactions include giving instruction for 
locating, within the hl^rary, staff, library users, or physical features, etc., and 
giving assistance of a non-bibliographic nature with machines. 



MICROCOMPUTER EQUIPMENT - Report quantity of microcomputer equipment 



in the Kbrary. Record the total number of microcomputers, modems, and 
printers.

GLOSSARY OF SELECTED TERMS 



AUDIOVISUAL MATERIALS Nonbook library materials, such as recordings, 
transparencies, tapes, slides, films, and filmstrips, which require the use of special 
equipment in order to be seen or heard. 

BIBLIOGRAPHIC VOLUME A unit of publication distinguished from other units by 
having its own title page, half title, cover title or portfolio title. In connection with 
periodicals, the publisher's volume. 

BOOK A unit of publication, either bibliographically independent or a volume in a series 
published under the same title, consisting of leaves, sheets, or signatures sewn or 
otherwise bound together, covered or uncovered. Bound volumes of periodicals and 
newspapers are not considered books, 

BRAILLE MATERIAL The library material for ti t visually handicapped using a system 
of raised dots representing letters and numerals. 

CATALOGED MATERIAL Any library material which has been identified in a catalog 
which records, describes, and indexes the resources of a library; as distinct from 
library materials which are merely physically arranged for use and are not indexed 
and described individually by item. 

CIRCULATION The activity of a library in lending its resources to borrowers. For 
statistical purposes, photocopies provided in lieu of circulation should also be 
included. Count one for each loan of a book, serial, or nonbook item. 

GOVERNMENT DOCUMENT Any publication in book, serial, or nonbook form bearing 
a government imprint, e.g., the publications of Federal, state, local, and foreign 
governments and of worid organizations, such as United Nations, European Common 
Market, etc. Government documents held in a separate documents section of the 
library are counted as Documents. Documents which are fully cataloged and 
intershelved with books are counted as Book Stock. Periodicals which bear a 
government imprint but are treated as part of the periodicals collection are counted 
as Periodicals. Documents held in vertical files with other ephemera are counted as 
Pamphlets. 

INTERLIBRARY LOANS Library materials, or copies of the materials, made available by 
one library to another upon request. It includes both lending and borrowing. The 
libraries involved in interiibrary loan are not under the same library administration. 

MICROCARD An opaque card containing images photographically reduced to a size too 
small to be read without magnification. 

MICROCOMPUTER A computer containing a central processing unit on one or a few 
chips, often acquired for personal use. 
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MICRCX:OMPUTER SOFTWARE A sequence of machine-readable instructions by 
which a microcomputer executes a desired task. 

MICROFICHE A microfilm sheet containing multiple images in a grid pattern. 

MICROFILM A strip of film containing photographic images usually too small to be read 
without magnification. Microfilm has been discontinued as a separate category in the 
annual report. 

MICROFORM Any library material which has been photographically reduced in size for 
storage and protection purposes, and which must be read with the help of enlarging 
instmments. Microform is now included within the count of the various types of 
materials such as books or periodicals. For example, a microcopy of a volume of 
adult nonfiction is counted as a title and volume of Adult Nonfiction under Book 
Stock. 

NEWSPAPER A serial publication issued at stated and frequent intervals (usually daily, 
weekly, or semiweekly), which reports events and discusses topics of current interest, 
and is^usually a "primary source" of information to its readers. 

NONBOOK MATERIALS Those library materials which do not meet the definition of 
a book or periodical, such as, audiovisual materials; vertical file materials and similar 
items which are not individually cataloged; and any other material the form of which 
requires special handling. 

PERIODICAL A serial publication which constitutes one issue in a continuous series 
under the same title, usually published at regular intervals over an indefinite period, 
individual issues in the series being numbered consecutively or each issue being dated. 

PUBLIC SERVICE OUTLET A location where library materials and services are made 
available to the library's clientele, e.g., a Member Library, a Registered or 
Unregistered Branch, a Deposit Station, a Reading Center, or a Mobile Unit. 

REFERENCE TRANSACTION A reference transaction is an information contact which 
involves the knowledge, use, recommendations, interpretation, or instruction in the 
use of one or more information sources by a member of the library staff. 

SERIAL A publication issued in successive parts, usually at regular intervals, and as a 
rule, intended to be continued indefinitely. Serials include periodicals, newspapers, 
annuals (reports, yearbooks, etc.). memoirs, proceedings, and transactions of societies; 
they may include monographic and publishers' series. 

TALKING BOOK A spoken text recorded on either an audiotape or an audiodisc 
intended particularly for use by the print handicapped. 
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TITLE A term used to designate a printed publication which fonns a separate whole, 
whether issued in one or several volumes. A title is a holding for which a separate 
shelflist card has been made. 

VIDEOCASSETTE A permanently encased videotape that winds and rewinds from reel 
to reel. 

VIDEODISC A disc, usually plastic, on which are recorded video or audio signals, or 
both. Some videodiscs are digitally recorded and used in computer recording and 
playback systems. Others are nondigital and are used for listening and viewmg. 

VOLUME For statistical purposes, a volume is a physical unit of any printed, typewritten, 
handwritten, mimeographed, or processed work contained in one binding or portfolio, 
hardbound or paperbound, which has been cataloged, classified, and/or made ready 
for use.
